STAB FOR STRIKER

A, KILLS x. A. O'CONNOR 
WHILE LATTER ASSAULTS HIM. 
Non-Union es at Winslow Bros.’ 
Says He Used His Stiletto After Be- 
ins Knocked Down and Kicked— 
Brass Knuckles Found in Victim’s 
Hand—Under Jail Sentence for Vio- 
lating Judge Holdom’s Injunction— 
Once Armour Institute Student.

Edward A. O’Connor, Secretary ot the 
Winslow Bros.’ strikers’ union, was stabbed 
to death with a stiletto at 7 o’clock last night 


by Julius A.“Menzel, 359 North Lincoln street, 


a non-union workman empioyed at Winslow 
Bros.“ ornamental iron works, 368-402 Car- 
roll avenue. The affray occurred at Chicago 
avenue and Wood street. It was the culmi- 
nation of one of the assaults made by union 
upon non-union men during a strike which 
has been in progress at the works for three 
months, 

Menzel was locked up at the West Chicago 
Avenue Station. He confessed that he had 
done the stabbing. A pair of brass knuckles 
clutched in O’Connor’s dead hand was con- 
sidered evidence enough that Menzel was 
defending himself from assault for the police 
to defer charging him with murder until 
a more careful investigation can be made. 
O’Conmor’s body was taken to Sigmund’s 
undertaking rooms at 192 West Chicago ave- 
nue. In his pocket was found a court order 
to appear before Judge Holdom tomorrow 
at 2:30 p. m. to show cause why he should 
not be held in contempt for violating an 
injunction against interfering with non- 
union workmen at Winslow Bros.’ place. 
O’Connor was out on bonds pending a hear- 
ing the Appellate Court of a former viola- 
tion of the order, for which he was sen- 
tenced to jail. For a time he was a student 
at Armour 


_ Assaulted on the Way Home. 
Menzel was returning from work to his 
house with one week’s pay in his pockets. 
When at Iowa and Lincoln streets he saw 
two men talking earnestly on the opposite 
corner. From some remarks he overheard 
he came to the conclusion that they be- 
longed to the striking metal workers, He 
carefully removed his stiletto from a side 
pocket and concealed it in his coat, where it 
would be ready for instant use. 

Just then the men, who had approached 
near him, made a motion towards Menzel. 
Then they began striking him on the head 
and kicking him. According to witnesses, 
Menzel was knocked down three times. 
With several wounds on his head, 
which blood was flowing, Menzel essayed 
raise himself from his prostrate position, 
and, as if the effort imbued him with new 
activity, he plucked the stiletto from his 


coat and with both hands plunged the sharp 


point of the ins nent into the body of his 
nearest assailant. The effort in giving the 
blow the necessary impetus caused Menzel to 
gink back to the und with exhaustion.

Menzel Submits to Arrest. 
The police of West Chicago avenue were 
notified of the kil#ting and Inspector Kalas 
immediately got a list of the names of all 
the men employed at the Winslows’ works. 
Menzel was picked out as the man living 
nearest to the scene of the assault. When 
confronted by Detectives Norton and Mul- 
Uns he surrendered himself without a word. 
By 10 o’clock, three hours after the killing 
of O’Connor, Menzel was closeted in Inspec- 
tor Kalas’ office pouring out his confession, 
in which he fully admitted his attack upon 
O’Connor. He did not know the man he had 
stabbed was dead, and perhaps feeling him- 
self to be the most injured of the three con- 
cerned, his story came from his lips in plain, 
straightforward words. During the inter- 
vals of the recital his bandaged head sank 
forward on his breast and the man moaned 
several times in evident Finally it 
was announced to him that O’Connor was 
Menzel uttered a cry and fell back 


dead. 

over his chair in a swoon, from which he 

goon recovered. 


Mensel's story, which the police are in- 
clined to believe is true, stated that he had 
been employed at Winslow Brothers’ since 
Christmas. Two weeks ago the union men 
who hung around the outskirts of the fac- 
tory had notified him to quit work or take 
the consequences. Menzel sought advice 
from Superintendent Hansen, who told him 
to use his own counsel and protect himself 
when occasion demanded. 

Shortly after this meeting the superin- 
tendent himself was assaujted and beaten 
by some union men, and fearing for his own 
safety Menzel armed himself with the stilet- 
to he finally used on O'Connor. He then 
went on to give the narrative of the killing 
as told in the foregoing. Menzel is 47 years 
otd and unmarried. 

President O’Donnell of the Metal Workers’ 
union was closeted with Inspector Kalas for 
nearly an hour. It is asserted that he com- 
plained because the non-union men employed 
by the Winslow Bros. were allowed to carry

LONDON, Jan. 24, 2:15 a. m.—Contrary to 
the announcement made shortly before mid- 
night by the War office that nothing further 
would be issued until Wednesday forenoon,

._ Boers on Higher Ground. 

The Boers have apparently fortified them- 
selves on one of the highest points in the 
vicinity, for General Buller next points out 
that they are on higher ground than Gen- 
eral Warren, and that hence it is impossi- 
ble to see into the enemy’s intrenchments 
properly. 

Moreover, the Boers are in a position 
not easily advanced against, General Buller 
describing it as only approachable over 
bare, open slopes.

News from Boer Sources. 

Aside from General Buller’s message 
practically all the news from the front re- 
ceived today came from Boer sources. A 
Pretoria message indicates fighting on Mon- 
day, and that General Pretorias, the Boer 
officer in command at Spionkop, has been 
reinforced by General Cronje's commando 
and others. This is probably the Free 
State Cronje who captured Colonel Carle- 
ton’s column at Nicholson's Nek. It is evi- 
dent that the fighting was much of the same 
nature as on Saturday and Sunday, and 
also that no decisive result was reached. 
President Steyn is with the Boer army, 
apparently to give a quietus to the tales of

How He Spent Yesterday. 


Baron von Holleben spent yesterday sight- 
seeing and calling upon some of his friends 
and acquaintances, and was at the Victoria 
Hotel, where he is stopping, only a short 
time.

Germans Discuss Von Holleben’s Visit. 


Interviews with some of the representative 
German-Americans of Chicago on the occa- 
sion of Ambassador von Holleben's visit and 
upon the relations between the United States 
and Germany follow: 

WILLIAM have known Ambassa- 
dor von Holleben since the World's Fair in 
1898, when I had the honor of an introduction 
to him during one of his visits in Chicago. 
So far as my knowledge extends he stands in 
igh favor with the German Emperor and 
he German government. So far as I have 
been able to acquaint myself with the course 
he has pursued in the treatment of all ques- 
tions that have arisen between Germany and 
the United States during the last few years, 
I am satisfied that he labors as assiduously 
and conscientiously on this side of the Atlan- 
tic for the maintenance of the friendliest re- 
lations between the two countries as our 
noble representative, Andrew D. White, does 
on the other side. 

SiagMUND no doubt, 
Baron von Holleben personally deserves all 
possible honor, the invitation extended to 
him by the University of Chicago is, I take to 
it, intended as a compliment to the nation 
which he so worthily represents. Looked 
upon in that light, his visit is an event of in- 
ternational importance. Everything which 
tends to bring into closer relation and 
strengthen the bonds of friendship betwgen 
two great nations should be highly welcome. 
This is especially true as to the United 
States and Germany. Close friendship be- 
tween these countries will tend to strengthen 
the loyalty for the new country of that large 
element of our population which is German- 
born. It will be a factor of no mean force 
in the maintenance of the peace of the world. 
It will bring about mutual advantages not 
only of a commercial nature, but also in the 
fields of education, science, and the arts. 
RICHARD MICHAELIs—It is decidedly a good 
idea that the higher institutions of learn- 
ing in this country make some effort to 
come in contact with the representative of 
the German government and pay to him a 
tribute of honor, just as our American rep- 
resentative has been honored by the Ger- 
man universities. Everything that has a 
tendency to strengthen the bonds of friend- 
ship between the two countries is heartily 
to be approved of. The Americans will re- 
ceive a better insight into the character of 
the Germans and become better acquainted 
with the intellectual progress of the German 
nation. The two nations naturally are com- 
petitors in the field of commerce and indus- 
try, but there is the most perfect sympathy 
and understanding in all matters pertaining 
to the intellectual side of life.

A memo- 
rial to have the remains placed in Westmin- 
ster Abbey was signed by many prominent 
men and the dean granted the petition, but 
later found the poet had requested that his 
body be buried in Coniston church yard. It 
is known that he had also said that if ever 
in his excursions among the Alps he should 
slip into a glacier and be killed he would like 
to be left there, with just the snow to cover 


him. | 
Ascent of Mount Kenya. 

The explorer Halford John Mackinder, be- 
fore the Royal Geographical society to- 
night, told for the first time the story of his 
successful ascent of Mount Kenya, the loft- 
lest peak in the east African mountains. 
Mr. Mackinder says that Mounts Kenya 
and Kilimanjaro together form an extinct 
volcano, the cone having been split in two, 
In 1887 and again in 1890 unsuccessful at- 
tempts were made to climb Mount Kenya. 
Last year, however, Mackinder and his com- 
panions succeeded. The ice top was found 
to be like a shunted tower crowned with 
three or four low turrets. He found no 
snow, the thermometer standing at 40 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Several kinds of lichen 
were found growing on the rocks. 

| British Arsenal Burned. 

The big arsenal at St. Heliers, Jersey, was 
totally destroyed by fire last evening. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. In a short time 
the whole building was enveloped in flames. 
Immense damage was done to some pieces of 
artillery, and a thousand small arms be- 
longing to the local militia was destroyed. A 
vast quantity of clothing and cartridges was 
also lost. 
Influenza Now Subsiding. 

The influenza wave in London is subsiding 
somewhat. There were only 208 deaths 
during the last week, as against 316 the 
week before. In the provinces Nottingham 
still has the highest death rate, 82 to the

But we must not hurt 
these gentle fellows. Put them in prisons 
and see that the plumbing is sanitary. See 
that they get sanitary food. Lashing is too 
good for them.“ 1 

Alderman Alling gave Chief Kipley and the 
police force a lashing. “ We never had a 
Chief of Police who gave a more partisan 
administration than Kipley.“ he said. “ Po- 
lice officers are promoted only as a political 
move and not as a reward for the capture 
of burglars. Certain Aldermen frequent the 
Maxwell street police court to help the 
criminals out of trouble. They expect to be 
elected by this element. : 

J. J. Amstein, chairman of the Board of 
Directors, said: It is a rotten police admin- 
istration we are getting. They say they have 
closed the gambling-honses. I have seen a 
police Lieutenant within a week playing the 
books within half a mile of here. There is

WOMAN DRIVES AWAY BURGLAR, 


Mrs. Lincoln Bartlett Shoots Several 
Times at a Thief as He Is Climb- 
ing Through a Window. 


A portly and industrious burglar com- 
menced operations at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing on a window opening into the dining- 


Hibbard avenue. He went about his 
work so boldly that the noise he made 
aroused Mrs. Bartlett, who was alone 
with her two small children. Rising 
she got her husband's revolver from 
a bureau drawer and softly made a tour of 
the lower part of the house, peeping be- 
tween the curtains leading to the dining- 
room just as the unwelcome intruder, hav- 
ing raised the sash, thrust his head and 
shoulders within. 

Mrs. Bartlett saw the burglar, and the 
burglar caught sight of the slight, white- 
robed form of his plucky opponent just at 
the same moment. He paused half way 
through the window while he gazed intent- 
ly at her, as if studying the situation. 

“Boo,” sald the fellow, in a hoarse voice 
that sounded as if it needed repairing. Mrs. 
Bartlett, instead of dropping the revolver 
and shrieking for help, raised the weapon 
to a level with the fellow’s head, and let go 
a fusillade of shots that she thinks will ring 
in his ears for the rest of his days. How- 
ever that may be, the burglar disappeared 
from the window as if going to keep an ap- 
pointment with some one who owed him 
money. 

Then Mrs. Bartlett sped. up-stairs, got her 
two children, and went to the house of a 
neighbor, where they remained ‘for the rest 
of the night. 

Mrs. Bartlett is reputed to be an excellent 
shot. She practices with the rifle and re- 
volver every summer when she and her 
husband go into the country for a vacation. 
One of her shots aimed at the burglar landed 
in the window casing, another buried itself 
in the fence of the yard, and a third entered 
the window of a house across the alley and 
took a chip out of the side of a large mirror. 

“I wasn’t frightened a bit until it was all 
over,” said Mrs. Bartlett. The burglar 
was not cautious or stealthy, and the noise 
he made was so loud that I thought at first 
it was Mr. Bartlett. I don't see how I 
missed hitting him, for I am not a bit afraid 
of a revolver, and shoot unhesitatingly. Had 
it been a little lighter I think he would have 
had a bullet to carry away as a memento 
of his visit.”

SUGGEST BOGGS FOR LEADER. 


Democrats Talk of the Fairfield Jurist 
as Their Candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 


— — 


A correspondent of TH TRIBUNE, rambiing 
through Egypt a few days ago, ran against 
what appeared to be a live wire in Demo- 
cratic State politics. It coupled with the 
nomination for Governor the name of Carroll 
C. Boggs of Fairfield, Wayne County, of the 
Supreme bench. The information did not go 
to the extent that Judge Boggs’ friends were 
organizing in his behalf with a view of mak- 
ing a determined fight before the State con- 
vention. There is the best evidence, how- 
ever, that his followers are closely watch- 
ing the situation and at every opportunity 
putting in a pin for Judge Boggs. This gen- 
tleman was elected to the Supreme Court 
bench in 1897, for the term of nine years. 
He carried a Supreme Court grand division 
that was Republican. His predecessor was 
a Republican. 

Judge Boggs, although well known to the 
party throughout the State, has never been 
engaged in any of the Democratic quarrels 
which have characterized its history. Other 
names have been mentioned in connection 
with the nomination, notably those of 
Charley Ladd of Kewanee, Samuel Alschuler 
of Aurora, and Alfred Orendorf cf Spring- 
field. Egypt will likely come to the conven- 


tion for Boggs, unless, indeed, the Judge 


says he will not be a candidate. 

It is generally believed throughout the 
State, too, that the Illinois Democrats will 
instruct their delegates to the national con- 
vention to vote for William Jennings Bryan. 
Nobody of any particular moment is out in 
the open combating this idea. It will be ac- 
complished on the favorite son idea, and 
William Hinrichsen will be one of the lead- 
ing delegates-at-large from Illinois. 
Hinrichsen, by the way, is coming to the 
front as a national leader. His shrewdness 
in State affairs was manifested in more ways 
than one. He was beaten for renomination 
for Congress. His friends expressed sorrow 
and his enemies said: Served him right.“ 
-William H. Hinrichsen remained at his home 
in Jacksonville after the Jerseyville conven- 
tion turned him down cold and hard. He 
jolled out under the trees in a hammock 
of unusual breadth and strength, with his 
big hat shading his eyes from the sun. 
While Buck was the object of commisera- 
tion and pity, he acted as if totally indiffer- 
ent to matters of a political nature.

Mr. Hinrichsen may be a candidate for 
Congress this fall. He was thrown down two 
years ago by Billy Mounts of Macoupin 
and two or three men from Scott.

President McKinley is extremely anxious 
to get the inhabitants of Porto Rico on their 
feet, and in order to furnish a market for 
their products he wants them admitted to 
‘this country free of duty. The President is 
not losing any opportunities of impressing 
this upon members of Congress, and when 
they call at the White House the President 
is almost certain to urge upon them the 
necessity of giving Porto Rico a market. 

This cannot be done until the tariff laws 


for the United States and Porto Rico are put 


on the same footing. There is quite a num- 
ber of prominent Republicans who do not 
agree with the President in his views in this 
respect, and are reluctant to vote for a bill 


including a proviso of this kind. 


The delay in taking action is due in a meas- 
ure to the unwillingness of members of Con- 
gress to tamper with the tariff law, although

Mail Collecting. some time the feasi- 
5 ‘bility of this plan has 


been under consideration, but it was not 
until today that a practical test was made. 
One of the longest routes in the city was 
selected, and the automobile covered the 
distance in thirty-two minutes, 
twenty-seven stops. 

The regular time for a collector’s trip over 
this route is an hour and three-quarters, 
while the territory is covered in an hour and 
twenty minutes by a man with a vehicle 
drawn by a horse. One of the superin- 
tendents followed the automdbile over the 
route so as to be sure no boxes were over- 
looked and that the test was absolutely fair. 

Postmaster Merritt, whp suggested the 
test, is favorably impressed with the result 
and believes it will be but a short time when 
automobiles will supersede the collection of 
mails by men on foot, mounted on bicycles, 
or in vehicles drawn by horses.

MAKE TWO QUAY REPORTS 


MAJORITY OF SENATE COMMITTEE 
: OPPOSES SEATING HIM. 

Minority, Takes the Opposite View— 
Question at Issue Based by Both 
Reports Upon Right of Governor to 
Fill Vacancy While Legislature Is 
in Session—Debate on Presentations 


Deferred on Account of Lack of 
Time. :

Ex-Senator Quay’s case 
the Senate formally today by the presenta- 
tion of majority and minority reports from 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections. 
The majority report, opposing the seating 
of Quay, was signed by Senators Caffery 
Pettus, Turley, and Harris, Democrats, and 
Burrows, Republican, The minority report 
bears the signatures of Senators Hoar 
Chandler, Pritchard, and McComas, all Re. 
publicans, and recommends giving the seat 
to Quay. | 

Senator Turley wrote the majority report, 
while Senator Hoar is the author of that by 
the minority. As the Senate has never since 
the foundation of the government seated a 
claimant on such credentials as those pre- 
sented by Quay, the majority had only to 
reiterate the arguments which have always 
heretofore governed the Senate in similar 
cases. It is made clear in the majority re- 
port by quotations from the proceedings of 
the constitutional convention that the orig- 
inal draft of the clause of the constitution 
relating to the appointment of a Senatar to 
fill a vacancy was changed so that a Gov- 
ernor should not have the authority to make 
im appointment when a vacancy occurred 
while a Legislature was in session, which 
was the case in the Quay claim. Senator 
Hoar, in his minority report, recapitulates 
the arguments he presented in the Corbett 
case, which arguments the Senate repudiated 
by a vote of 50 to 19. ; 


Quay Vote Is Doubtful. 


Although. the chances of Quay being seat- 
ed are better tonight than they have been 
tor some time, it is by no means certain what 
the vote will be, and a great many Senators 
are still undecided how to vote. Many of 
them are trying to see their way clear to 
vote to seat the man from Pennsylvania, 
but fear they will have trouble with their 
constituents if they do so. Senator Bur- 
rows, the only Republican who signed the 
majority report, said tonight he eould not 
see how Senators could change their views 
on this constitutional question because of 
any arguments contained in the thinority re- 
port, as nothing new was brought out. It 
was expected some debate on the Quay case 
would be had today, but it was not reached 
because Senator Ross occupied the best por- 
tion of the afternoon in delivering a speech 
on the Philippine question. It will be taken 
up, however, during the lull in the debate 
on the financial bill, but no agreement has 
been made as to when a vote will be taken. 


Finding of Majority Report. 

The majority report first reviews the cir- 
cumstances under. which Mr. Quay’s ap- 
pointment was made, including the failure 
of the Pennsylvania Legislature to elect a 
Senator. It then says: 

After a vacancy in the office of United States 
Senator occurs or comes to pass, if the next 
Legislature does not fill it, it continues to exist. 
It is the same vacancy, not a new one. Now, the 
State Executive is given power to make temporary 
appointments in case of a vacancy, not as long 
as if continues or exists, but only until the next 
meeting of the Legislature, which is then required 
to fill the vacancy. This clearly means that 
the paramount intent to have the Legislature 
choose the Senators is to prevail, and that, when- 
ever the Legislature has had the opportunity 
to fill the vacancy, either before or after it oc- 
curs, the Executive has no power to appoint. And 
when we take the phrase, if vacancies hap- 
pen by resignation or otherwise during the recess | 
of the Legislature of any State, it we concede 
that the general word otherwise is not quali- 
fied nor limited by the specific word resigna- 
tion.“ and that it includes vacancies which are 
caused by efflux of time and which can be fore- 
seen, as well as vacancies which are caused by 
a casualty or the happening of an unexpected 
event and which cannot be foreseen, still it must 
be construed and defined with reference to the 
balance of the phrase, so as to give effect to 
all its parts; and it thus results that the vacancy, 
no matter how it is produced, must happen, 
take place, or begin during a recess of the Legis- 
lature; and this of itself would be decisive against 
Mr. Quay’s claim. 

Continuing, the report says: 

Thus construed, this clause of the constitution | 
affords every facility for always keeping the 
Senate filled with Senators who are the real rep- 
resentatives of their respective States. A Sena- 
tor who is chosen by the Legislature of his State 
is likely to be the choice of the majority of the 
citizens of his State. A Senator who is ap- 
pointed by an Executive is frequently only the 
personal or political favorite of the Executive. 

The Legislature, as we construe the clause, 
chooses the Senator in the first instance. If he 
declines to serve or dies before he is inducted 
into office: or if, after qualifying, he dies, re- 
signs, or is expelled, the Executive may make 
a temporary appointment until the Legislature: 
meets again; or if, owing to changes in State 
constitutions, the Legislature, which is authorized 


meet until after the term has commenced, the 
Executive can also make a temporary appoint- 
ment.

Conclusion Arrived At. 


After discussing at length the circum- 
stances under which the constitution was 
framed the majority announces its conclu- 
sion as follows: 

We think that the framers of the constitution 
never contemplated rior intended to provide for 
a case where a State, by its own deliberate act, 
should deprive its Legislature of the power to 
fill an entire term at its beginning. In our 
opinion they never intended to give the Executive

The report then quotes numerous prece- 
dents, beginning with that of Kensey Johns 
of Delaware in 1794, and closing with the 
case of Henry W. Corbett of Oregon in 1898. 
It then ends as follows: 


The statement of these cases and precedents 


shows that from the beginning of the government 


e present time the Senate has never 
tb spn Berm of a State Executive to make 
a temporary appointment where the vacancy hap- 

ned or occurred during a session of the Legis- 
lature. It shows, further, that for seventy-five 
years the Senate has refused to recognize the 
right of a State Executive to make a temporary 
appcintment, even where the vacancy happened 
or oceurred during a recess of the Legislature, if 
the Legislature, either before or after it occurred 
and prior to the date of the appointment, had had 
an opportunity to fill it. 

The fundamental principle thus established is 
that if the Legislature, either before or after 
the happening of a vacancy, has had an oppor- 
tunity to fill it, then there is no power in the 
State Executive to appoint. The result is fatal 
to the claims of Mr. Quay. No danger nor evil 
has resulted to the government from the enforce- 
ment of this principle. 4 

We, therefore, submit that the Senate, for its 
own honor and dignity, should stand by its 
previous solemn and deliberate decisions.

Colonel Isaac L. Ellwood, the barbed wire 
magnate and member of Governor Tanner’s 
staff. has been smiling to himself for a month 
over a little surprise which he played on 
Christmas day at De Kalb on his five grown- 
up children. The surprise,“ which has just 
come to public notice, consisted of five little 
slips of paper which Colonel Ellwood handed 
out to his children, one each, just: after 
breakfast Christmas morning. Each sup 
was a check for 8100, 000.

Puss Ellwood Mayo, Mary Ellwood Lewis, 
and Jessie Ellwood Ray. While all of them 
have grown to the years of manhood and 
womanhood, they still make it a point to 
eat Christm breakfast at the old home- 
stead. Last Christmas morning, as usual, 
all were at Father KRllwood's for breakfast. 
The compliments of the season having been 
exchanged and the breakfast disposed of, 
Colonel Ellwood announced that he had a 
little surprise for them. He then drew from 
his pocket five slips of paper and handed 
one to each of his children. A hasty glance. 
showed that each one of the slips was a 
check for $100,000 payable to the holder and 
signed I. L. Eliwood.” 


Five Eagles for Pin Money. 

When they had sufficiently recovered from 
their surprise there was a general jollifica- 
tion. The otherwise staid men and women 
danced for joy. When they had quieted 
down Colonel Ellwood said that inasmuch 
as it was a holiday and the checks could not 
be cashed that day and a little spending 
money might be needful he had provided 
for the emergency. He then handed each of 
them five $10 gold pieces.

IRIVER’S DEPTH 


Water Falls Three Feet at 
Bridgeport, Five Inches 
at La Salle Street. 


Lockport Dams Are Without the 
Necessary Flow and Navi- 
gation Ceases. 


| TROUBLE CAN BE REMEDIED,

Water in the river fell three feet at Bridge- 
port yesterday, and as a result it was im- 
possible to operate the pumps. The further 
result is that navigation in the old canal has 
been stopped, and the mill dams at Lockport 
are without the n flow of water. 
While every effort on the part of the city will 
be made to restore the artificial flow in the 
old canal, it was said a crisis in its affairs 
had been reached, and the use of the upper 
end of it, at least as a navigable water 
course, was at an end. 

The fall in the river, however, is not re- 
garded as having any other serious conse- 
quences, as the lowering of its surface about 
that much had been figured on by engineers, 
The fall of the river at the La Salle street 
tunnel is not more that five inches, and river 
navigation is not threatened. 

Under an arrangement between the City of 


has assumed the task of maintaining the 


At the end of that time the Sanitary Trustees 
expect to have some arrangements made 
with the commissioners of the old canal as 
to the manner of maintaining the navigable 
depth of flow at mill dams of the old water 
course. In the meantime Commissioner of 
Public Works McGann has ordered that the 
suction pipes of the Bridgeport pumps be 
extended so us to reach the water again and 
start pumping once more. 


Cause of the Fall. 

The cause of the fall in the river is due to 
the opening of the dam at Lockport in the 
Sanitary channel. At first the stage of the 
river was not affected. Engineer McDonald 
of the Bridgeport pumps noticed it falling 
ofi Saturday. On Monday he measured it 
and found it had dropped two and a half feet, 
and yesterday it fell one-half foot more, 
leaving the suction pipes of the pumps out 
of water. — 

For purposes of navigation in the old canal, 
as well as to furnish water power at the 
dams, 35,000 feet of water a minute is neces- 
sary. This water has been furnished by the 
pumps at Bridgeport. When the pumps 
could keep up the required flow no longer the 
water in the canal also dropped. 


Stops Navigation in Canal. | 
Two canal boats which started from Lock- 
port for Chicago on Monday were left with- 
out sufficient water and are somewhere be- 
tween Bridgeport and Lemont. Commis- 
sioner McGann instructed Engineer McDon- 


: ald to notify immediately the superintendent

American Ideas Adopted. 

The new underground will be much of an 
American affair, not in the matter of capital 
go much as in the machinery used in the 
construction and to be used in the opera- 
tion of the road. The third rail system, in- 
vented by an American and first used on 
the intramural line at the World's Fair, will 
furnish the motive power; American cars, 
with seats running along the sides as well 
as cross-wise, will give Londoners their 
first taste of comfortable riding, and ele- 
vators made on the American principal will 
take passengers to and from the streets into 
the subways. 

The line is six and a half miles in length 
and extends from the Mansion House, sit- 
uated relatively to London as the City Hall 
is to Chicago, to Shepherd’s Bush, about 
as far from the Mansion H 


The rate of speed to be maintained will not 
be less than fourteen miles an hour, sta- 
tions are either building or have been built 
every half mile, trains will be run every 
two and a half minutes during the day, the 
fares will be regulated according to distance 
from one penny to five (in American cur- } 
rency from two to 10 cents), and the entire 
distance will be run in twenty-five minutes, 
which is much less than half the time now 
consumed in making the journey by means 
of the almost Hrehistoric ‘buses. - 


Ample Elevator Service. 

The stations and subways will be lined 
throughout with enameled brick, will be 
lighted by electricity, and will be supplied 
with elevators and stairs. The elevators 
for each station will be capable of emptying 
a train in three minutes. The trains will be 
of uniform size, an electric locomotive and 
seven coaches with seats for 336 passengers. 

The tunnels, which were cut almost entrely 
through London clay, vary in depth from 
sixty to ninety-six feet. By way of helping to 
start and stop trains there is a gradient in 
the up tunnels of 1 in 60 for about 600 feet, 
and a fall of 1 in 30 for about 300 feet in the 
down tunnels at each station. The statio 
stand generally ten feet higher than the —— 
level of the road, and each is provided with 
two separate platforms, one for the up and 
one for the down trains, and so constructed 
that the streams of passengers never meet. 

Owing to the fact that the franchise of the 
road prohibited tunneling under buildings, it 
required clever engineering under one or two 
of the narrow, Boston-like streets to provide 
space for two platforms. 

For instance, at the stations at the general 
postoffice, Chancery Lane and Notting Hill 
Gate, one platform is almost above the other, 
and at these points two tunnels have been 
built in the same way. For the rest of the 
distance, however, the roads run parallel

The tunnels have been dug marvelously 
well and without a single accident, a fact 
that ought to appeal to the average Ameri- 
can contractor, who almost invariably winds 
up with a lot of damage suits for injuries to 
workmen and others.

o royal or imperial court in — 
throws open its doors with so much hos- 
pitality and freedom to Americans as that 
of King Humbert. In England, and even 
still more so at the courts of Vienna, Berlin, 
and St. Petersburg, American presentations 
are restricted, while the invitations to court 
functions are few and far between. At the 
Quirinal, on the contrary; there is always 
a large contingent of transatlantic guests 
at the state balls, while Queen Marguerite 
makes no difficulty about receiving any 
‘American woman who is properly accredited 
by some one with whom she is already ac- 
quainted. 

This being the case, it may be of use and of 
interest to call~-attention to the fact that, 
owing to its being holy year, there will be 
no court balls or royal festivities of any kind 
at the Quirinal this year, while Queen Mar- 
‘guerite has even taken the trouble to inti- 
mate to the foreign Ambassadors and Am- 
bassadresses that she would be pleased if 
they were to avoid as far as possible to give 
any 2 garden parties, or big entertain 
ments. 

This act of deference to the church and to 
the Pontiff on the part of the Queen and 
of King Humbert has been keenly ap- 
preciated by Leo XIII., who has expressed 
his recognition thereof in the most warm 
and kindly terms. Indeed, he went to par- 
ticular pains to have the Queen informed 
how deeply he regretted not to be able to 
accede to the wish which she had expressed 
to be allowed to attend the unique ceremony 
of the holy door on the 24th of December 
last in the strictest incognito. pointed 
cout that he could not receive Marguerite 
without all the honors and pomp due to her 
sovereign rank, and that under the existing 
circumstances this would be impolitic.

Owing to the departure of Schomberg 
McDonnell for south Africa, Lord Salisbury 
found himself deprived of the services of his 
principal private secretary. The Prince, re- 
calling the fact that his gentleman-in-wait- 
ing had formerly occupied that position, im- 
mediately intimated to the Premier that he 
would gladly permit Greville to devote a por- 
tion of his time to the service of Lord Salls- 
bury. in the capacity of private secretary, 
and Lord Salisbury at once accepted the 
offer. ‘The action of the Prince is all the 
more kind hearted as several of his gentle- 
men-in-waiting—including Captain Fortes- 
cue, R. N, Captain Holford, and Captain 
Greville—are all in south Africa, so that his 
staff is singularly short-handed.
